ing period was considered to be merely 
un Interlude between school and mar­ 
riage. 
These late Investigations have put a 
decidedly new face on 
the matter. 
Whether it is because women are be­ 
coming more fond of freedom or be­ 
cause the rewards of Industry are for 
them becoming higher, or because of 
the rising price of keeping house or 
the growing reluctance of the male to 
marry, the fact remains that many 
women are found who have had ten or 
more years of Industrial experience 
und still show no tendency to wed.
